The  challenge. that 
a military  career  offers  is  almost 
unbelievable.” 

HE  MENTIONED  the  missile 
program  as  a specific  example. 

The  objective  of  his  program  is 
to  provide  more  information 
about  the  Air  Force  and  the  des- 
irability of  officers’  carrers.  He 
praised  BYU’s  cadets  and  Angel 
Flights  for  their  promotion  of  the 
Air  Force  at  the  University. 

General  Lindley  has  served  in 
Europe,  Latin  America  and  Asia 
as  flight  instructor,  attache  and 
bomber  and  carrier  commander 
since  his  enlistment  as  an  avia- 
tion cadet  in  1940. 

His  achievements  have  been 
rewarded  with  three  Commenda- 
tion Ribbons,  the  American  Cam- 
paign Medal,  American  Defense 
Service  Medal,  World  War  II  Vic- 
tory Medal  and  Air  Force  Lon- 
gevity Service  Award  among 
others.

Thirteen  colleges  and  univer- 
sities from  Utah,  Idaho,  Colorado 
and  North  Dakota  have  entered 
the  tournament  according  to  Ro- 
bert Boren,  debate  coach. 

LIMITED  TO  FRESHMEN  and 
sophomores,  students  will  debate 
the  national  collegiate  topic:  “Re- 
solved— That  the  federal  govern- 
ment should  guarantee  an  oppor- 
tunity for  higher  education  to  all 
qualified  high  school  graduates.” 

As  host,  BYU  will  participate 
but  not  compete  for  trophies,  said 
Mr.  Boren. 

CONTESTS  will  be  held  in  ex- 
temporaneous speaking,  interpre- 
tation, oratory  and  debate. 
Awards  will  be  given  to  winners 
in  each  division  and  a sweep- 
stakes  trophy  will  be  presented 
to  the  school  accumulating  the 
most  points. 

Fifteen  points  may  be  won  in 
individual  competitions  and  a pos- 
sible 25  points  for  winning  debate 
teams. 

JUDGES  FOR  THE  tourna- 
ment will  include  layyers  and 
former  debaters  from  Provo,  de- 
bate coaches  of  competing 
schools  and  BYU  faculty  mem- 
bers. 

All  freshmen  and  sophomore 
students  who  have  not  had  pre- 
vious debating  experiences  are 
invited  to  participate.

Mme.  Nhu 
Slams  U.  S. 

DALLAS,  (UPI)  — Mme.  Ngo 
Dinh  Nhu,  greeted  by  pickets  and 
a bouquet  of  roses,  said  during 
a between-planes  stopover  Wed- 
nesday the  United  States  had  “be- 
trayed the  word  of  President  Ken- 
nedy” by  cutting  off  aid  to  her 
nusband’s  “special  forces”  troops 
.n  South  Viet  Nam. 

The  State  Department  cut  off 
^he  $3  million  annual  allowance 
earlier  this  week.  The  U.  S.  said 
uiie  cut  would  remain  in  effect 
antil  the  special  forces,  which 
ave  been  used  to  raid  Buddhist 
jagodas,  return  "to  combat  ag- 
linst  the  Viet  Cong  Communist 
guerrillas. 

“Now  that  victory  is  in  sight,” 
laid  the  sharp-tongued  Vietnam- 
ese first  lady,  “the  United  States 
is  trying  to  kick  it  (the  Vietnam- 
ese regime)  'but  to  get  a more 
supple  partner.” 

Premier  Ngo  Dinh  Diem  is  her 
brother-in-law. 

She  called  the  cutback  “dis- 
loyal.” 

It  was  a betrayal,  ^he  said,  be- 
cause President  Kennedy  said  the 
purpose  behind  U.  S.  aid  was  to 
help  win  the  war. 

Three  students  from  Austin 
College,  at  Sherman,  Tex.,  wav- 
ed placards  denouncing  her  as 
she  stepped  off  a plane  from  Chi- 
cago. 

“Suppressor  of  religious  free- 
dom,” said  one  sign. 

“No  Nhus  WITCH  is  good 
news,”  read  another  and  “Bar- 
beque  Nhu.” 

The  three  pickets  were  Jim  Cal- 
hous,  21,  of  Alice,  Tex.;  Malcolm 
Feeley,  20,  of  Weslaco,  Tex.,  and 
Allen  Hallmark,  20,  of  Fort 
Worth.

Students,  Faculty  Cast  Straw  Vote

In  a recent  Political  Science 
poll,  jjrofessor.s  given  the  choice 
between  Goldwater  and  Kennedy 
voted  22  percent  for  Goldwater, 
78  percent  for  Kennedy.  Students 
given  the  same  choice  voted  57 
percent  for  Goldwater,  43  per- 
cent for  Kennedy. 


But  when  the  decision  involved 
Rockefeller  and  Kennedy  the  fac- 
ulty members  voted  78  percent 
to  22  percent  for  Rockefeller  and 
students  switched  to  Kennedy  64 
percent  against  Rockefeller's  36 
pei’cent.

Rockefeller,  who  has  a foreign 
policy  similar  to  Kennedy’s,  re- 
captured the  votes  that  swung 
from  Goldwater  to  Kennedy  as 
the  professors  supported  a Re- 
publican candidate. 


The  students,  in  their  poll,  put 
Goldwater  over  Kennedy  3 to  2; 
but  Kennedy  led  Rockefeller  2 to 
1 in  the  second  contest. 


These  students,  all  of  them 
either  political  science  majors  or 
minors,  preferred  Goldwater  over 
Kennedy  becau.se  he  gave  them  a 
distinct  choice  between  liberal- 
ism and  conservatism.  The  same 
people  swung  back  to  Kennedy 
because  there  was  “no  real  dif- 
ference” between  their  policies. 


A few  said  they  would  not  vote 
for  Rockefeller  because  of  his 
recent  divorce  and  remarriage. 
However,  all  felt  that  this  would 
hurt  his  candidacy. 

If  a generalization  could  be 
made  about  this  poll,  it  would  be 


that  both  .students  and  faculty 
members  voted  for  the  mzm  rath- 
er than  the  party. 

Also  included  on  the  poll  was 
a R-omney-Kennedy  ticket.

Sergei  Borisov,  head  of  the 
Russian  delegation,  said  the  sales 
agreement  might  be  settled  with- 
in a relatively  few  days.  Com- 
merce Secretary  Luther  Hodges 
called  the  session  a “most  satis- 
factory meeting.”  Agriculture 
Secretary  Orville  Freeman  said 
the  situation  was  very  promis- 
ing. 


Embargo  on  Cuba 
Rejected  by  U.S. 

' WASHINGTON.  (UPI)  — The 
United  States  Wednesday  bluntly 
rejected  Fidel  Castro’s  appeal 
that  the  American  economic  em- 
bargo of  his  Communist-ruled  is- 
land be  lifted. 

The  State  Department  issued 
two  statements  concerning  Cuba 
— one  giving  more  details  of  the 
attack  on  the  freighter  J.  Louis 
Tuesday;  the  other  turning  down 
Castro’s  request  for  an  end  to 
the  embargo. 

The  department  made  it  plain 
that  the  rejection  was  not  promp- 
ted by  the  ship  incident  but  rath- 
er on  the  broader  issue  4>f  the 
overall  aggressiveness  of  the 
Castro  regime  in  this  hemisphere. 


Ponders  Move  , 


Hurricane  Ginny 
Stalls  Off  Coast 

MIAMI,  (UPI)  — Hurricane 
Ginny  stalled  Wednesday  155 
miles  off  Florida’s  east  coast 
which  was  placed  under  a hurri- 
cane watch  while  the  maverick 
storm  tried  to  decide  on  its  next 
move. 

Ginny,  with  winds  of  barely  75 
mile  an  hour  hurricane  strength 
was  located  at  2 p.m.  in  about 
the  same  position  it  was  three 
hours  eai-lier,  155  miles  east  of 
Cape  Canaveral. 

"Such  a deceleration  often  por- 
tends a change  in  direction,”  the 
Miami  weather  bureau  said. 

"If  this  materializes  the  storm 
is  most  likely  to  move  on  a par- 
tial loop  and  eventd&lly  take  off 
in  an  East-Northeast  or  North- 
east direction.” 

Cape  Canaveral  took-fjo  chances 
and  began  battening  down  in  case 
the  storm  veered  toward  the 
coastline. 


‘Thousands’  of  Soldiers 
Airlifted  To  Berlin  Posts 


FRANKFURT,  GERMANY 
(UP!) — An  armada  of  U.  S.  mili- 
tary transport  planes  Wednesday 
sped  thousands  of  troops  across 
the  Atlantic  from  Texas  to  "bat- 
tle stations”  in  Germany  despite 
fog  that  forced  some  planes  to 
land  at  alternate  bases. 

U.  S.  Air  Force  Secretary  Eu- 
gene M.  Zuckert  said  “Operation 
Big  Lift” — the  biggest  test  of 
American  airlift  capabilities  — 
was  "running  smoothly,  very 
smoothly.” 

Maiieuver  directors  reported 
that  nearly  4,(X)0  troops  of  the 
2nd  Armored  Division  were  flown 
to  Germany  from  Ft.  Hood,  Tex., 
during  the  first  36  houi's  of  the 
exercise  in  spite  of  foul  weather. 

With  a few  exceptions,  the 
huge  troop-ferrying  planes  of  the 
Military  Air  Transport  Service 


(MATS)  were  arriving  on  sche- 
dule. Officers  said  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  "hell  on  wheels”  di- 
vision- -5,000  troops — would  be  in 
Germany  by  midnight. 

More  bad  weather  was  predict- 
ed for  the  tliree-day  transocean 
airlift,  with  a forecast  that  this 
primary  base  for  troop  landings 
might  be  below  minimum  safe 
peacetime  landing  conditions  dur- 
ing the  early  hours  today.  Such 
conditions,  however,  would  bo  ig- 
nored in  a war  emergency,  it 
was  noted. 


Cuban  Exile  Commando  Group 
Stages  Attack  In  Cuban  City 


MIAMI,  (UPI)  — A Cuban  ex- 
ile commando  group  said  Wed- 
nesday its  "forces  inside  Cuba” 
attacked  and  “badly  damaged” 
Castro  government  patrol  boats 
based  at  the  northern  city  of  Isa- 
bela De  Sagua  in  Las  Villas  pro- 
vince. 

There  was  no  mention  of  any 
casualties  in  the  raid  which  the 
group,  known  as  "Mambises  Com- 
mandos,” said  it  carried  out  Tu- 
esday. 

The  size  of  the  attacking  force 
and  the  exact  number  of  govern- 
ment boats  crippled  by  the  raid 


was  not  announced. 

Havana  Radio  made  no  refer- 
ence to  the  reported  attack  dur- 
ing the  day. 

The  Mambises  organization, 
which  claims  to  have  its  operat- 
ing headquarters  somewhere  in 
Centi’al  America,  had  not  prev- 
iously indicated  that  it  has  under- 
ground marauders  in  Cuba  itself. 

Announcement  of  the  attack 
was  telephoned  from  Panama  by 
Mambises  spokesman  Rafael 
Martinez  Pupo  to  Cuban  exile  ra- 
dio commentator  Salvador  Lew, 
who  made  it  public. 


H.  Lodge  To  Return 
To  Washington 
To  Report  To  JFK 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  - Am- 
bassador Henry  (Dabot  Lodge  will 
return  to  Wa.shington  in  a few 
weeks  to  give  the  Kennedy  ad- 
ministration a first-hand  report 
on  political  and  military  condi- 
tioni  in  troubled  South  Viet  Nam. 

The  State  Department  said 
Wetlnesday  that  Lcnlge  would  re- 
turn for  several  days  of  consul- 
tations at  the  end  of  this  month 
or  early  in  November. 

Officials  cautioned  that  this 
move  did  not  indicate  an  "emer- 
gency.” Lodge  is  supposed  to  re- 
turn periodically  to  meet  with 
policy-making  officials  here,  they 
said. 

The  announcement,  however, 
came  at  a time  when  U.  S.  effort.s 
to  bring  about  reforms  in  the 
Vietnamese  government  have  had 
no  noticeable  effect.
